' new Lives !), Mr Newbery intends to

' bound and gilt, and hereby invites all his 

* little friends who are good to call for 
' them at the Bible and Sun, in St 
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* Paul's Churchyard : but thofe who are 

* naughty are to have none. 

* 1. The Renowned Hiftory of Giles 

* Gingerbread: a little boy who 

* lived upon learning. 

* 2. The Eafler Gift ; or the way to 

* be good ; a book much wanted. 
« 3. The Whitfuntide Gift : or the 

* way to be happy; a book very 

* necefTary for all families. 

* 4. The Valentine Gift : or how to 

* behave with honour^ integrity, 

* and kumanity : very ufefid with 

* a Trading Nation. 

* 5. The Fairing : or a golden prefent 

< for children. In which they 

* can fee all the fun of the fair,

Printed and 
fold at The Bible and Sun in St Paul's 
Churchyard, where may be had all Mr 
Newbery's little books for the children 
and youth of thefe kingdoms and the 
colonies. New Editions of thofe which 
were out of print are now republifhed. 
* The publication of the Lilliputian Syftem 
of Politics is poflponed till the meeting 
of Parliament. This work, which will 
be replete with cuts and characters, is 
not intended to exalt or depreft any 
particular country, to fupport the pride 
of any particular family, or to feed the 
folly of any particular party, but to 
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* fHinulate the mind to yirtucy to promote 
' univerfal benevolence^ to make man- 

* kind happy. Thofe who would know 

* more of the maitter may enquire of Mr 

* Newbery.' 

This quaint and curious announce- 
ment, with its fly humour and ferious 
playftilnefs, is charafterisdc of the house 
of John Newbery, in the latter part of 
the laft century; and there is no need to 
fpeak here of the fame of the books for 
children which he publiftied ; ** the philan- 
thropic publiiher of St Paul's Church- 
yard,** as Goldfmith calls him, conferred 
ineftimable benefits upon thoufands of 
little folk, of both high and low eftate. 
It is (aid of Southey when a child that

* imbecility upon the things they loved.* 

Maay of thefe little books have been 
doubtlefs long fince forgotten, though 
they did not deferve fuch a fate; but the 
name of " Goody Two Shoes " is ftill 
familiar to the ears of Englifh children, 
though the book itfelf may be unknown 
to thoulands of Uttle ones of this later 
generation,

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" Goody Two Shoes *' was publiflied 
ia April 1765, and few nurfery books 
have had a wider drculation, or have 
retained their pofition fo long. The num- 
ber of editions that have been publifhed 
both in England and America is legion, 
and it has appeared in mutilated verfions 
under the aulpices of numerous publifh- 
mg houfes in London and the provinces, 
although of late years there have been 
no new iflues. Even in 1802, Charles 
Lamb in writing to Coleridge, said— 

• " Goody Two Shoes ** is aimott out of 
' print. Mrs Barbauld's (tufF has banifhed 

* all the old clafScs of tfie nurfery, and 

* the fhopman at Newbery's hardly deigned 

* to reach them off an old exploded 

* corner of a (helf, when Mary afked for 
< them. Mrs Barbauld's and Mrs Trim- 

* mer's nonfenfe lay in piles about. Know- 
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^ ledge, infignificant and vapid as Mrs 
^ Barbauld's books convey, it feems muft 
^ come to a child in the (hape of know. 
^ ledge ; and his empty noddle mud be 

* turned with conceit of his own powers 

* when he has learnt that a horfe is an 

< animal, and Billy is better than a horfe, 

< and fuch like, inftead of that beautiful 

* intereft in wild tales, which made the 

* child a man, while all the time he 

* fufpected himfelf to be no bigger than a 

* child. Science has fucceeded to poetry 

* no lefs in the little walks of children 

< than with men. Is there no poflibility 

* of averting this sore evil ? Think what 
^ you would h^e been noW) if inilead of 

* being fed with tales and old wives' 
' fables in childhood, you had been 

* crammed with geography and natural 

* history ! 

* Hang them ! — I mean the curfed Barbauld 
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^ crew, thofe blights and blafts of all that 
< is human in man and child' * 

There muft, however, be many parents 

(till living who remember the delight 

that the little ftory gave them in their 

younger days, and they will, no doubt, 

be plealed to iee it once more in the 

form which was then fo familiar to 

them. The children of to-day, too, 

will look on it with fome curiofity, on 

account of the faft that it is one of the 

oldefl of our nuriery tales, and amuied 

and edified their grand-parents and great 

grand-parents when they were children, 

while they cannot fail ft) be attracted by 

its fimple, pretty, and interefting ftory.

♦ Set "The Works of Charles Lamb." By 
Percy Fitzgerald, M.A., F.S.A. Vol. i. Page

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The queftion of the authorfliip of 
the book is (till an uniettled one. It 
was at one time commonly attributed to 
Oliver Goldfmith, and no one who reads 
the book will coniider it to be unworthy 
of the poet's pen. We find, however, 
in Nichors literary Anecdotes, that

* the accommodation of fuperior talents to 

* the feeble intelledls of in&ntine felicity/ 

Mr Giles Jones was the grandfather of 
the late Mr Winter Jones, formerly the 
Prindpal librarian of the BritifliMu&um, 
and the book is attributed to the firfl- 
named gentleman in the catalogue of 
the Bridfh Muieum. It is claimed alio 
that the book offers internal evidence in 
fupport of Mr Giles Jones' authorfhip, 
inafmuch as Goody Two Shoes becomes 
Lady Jones, and one of the prominent 
families in the book is alfb named Jones. 

Beyond this, however, there appears 
to be no evidence as to Mr Giles Jones 
being the writer, and I think ibmething 
may be iaid as to the claim on behalf of 
the poet Goldfmith, although I am by 
no means anxious that the honour of 
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having written it (hould be aicribed 
ather to the one or to the other : the 
following remarks, which are mainly 
taken from an article I contributed to 
the Atberutum in April 1 88 1, are ofiered 
fimply as fpeculations which may not be 
without intereft to lovers of the little 
book. They may, perhaps, (how that 
there is fbme reaibn for attributing the 
work to Oliver Goldfmith, although, of 
courfe, it is not claimed that they abib- 
lutely eftablifh the fact. 

Having occafioa to examine carefully as 
many of the books for children publifhed 
by John Newbery as I could procure 
(and they are as icarce as blackberries 
in midwiikter, for what among books 
has ib brief a life as a nuriery book ?), 
I was ftruck while perufing them with 
a certain diftinA literary flavour, {o to 
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{peak, which appeared to be common to 
a group of little volumes, all publiihed 
about the fame period. Thefe were: 
« Goody Two Shoes," « GUes Ginger- 
bread," « Tom Thumb's Folio," « The 
lilliputian Magazine," " The Lilliputian 
Mafquerade," « The Eafter Gift," « A 
Pretty Plaything," « The Fairing," « Be 
Merry and Wife," "The Valentine's 
Gift," "Pretty Poems for the Amuf- 
ment of Children Three Feet High," 
" A Pretty Book of Pictures," « Tom 
Telefcope," and a few others. I give 
abbreviated titles only, but if fpace per- 
mitted I (hould like to quote them in 
full; they are remarkable no lefs for 
their curious quaintnefs and their clever 
ingenuity than for thdr attractivenefs to 
both parents (who, it muft not be for- 
gotten, are more often the real buyers 
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ot children's books) and the young 
people for whom they were written, 
and they are in themfelves moft enter- 
taining and amufing reading. This 
group of little books poffefles, moreover, 
another characteriftic that is sufficiently 
remarkable of itfelf to be noticed. 
While they all evince a real genius for 
writing in a ftyle fiiited to the capacities 
of little folk, there is a namelefs some- 
thing about them which, far more than 
is the cafe with thoufands of other books 
for the young, is calculated to enforce 
the attention and excite the intereft of 
"children of a larger growth." 

Now one of this little group, " The 
lilliputian Magazine," is attributed in 
the Britifli Mufeum Catalogue to Oliver 
Goldfmith j and fo ftrong is the family 
Hkenefs in all the books I have men- 
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tioned, that I cannot but believe they 
are all by the fame hand — a belief 
\7hich I think will be fliared by any 
one who will take the trouble to com- 
pare them carefully. But I fhould 
advife him to rely on the Newbery 
editions alone, for grievoufly garbled 
verfioQs of nearly every one of thefe 
books have been iflued from many 
different houfes throughout the country. 
Many authorities have fupported the 
view that Goldfmith was the author of 
"Goody Two Shoes." Confpicuoua 
among them was Wafhington Irving, 
who fays, "It is {uggeAed with great 
probabilit)' that he wrote for Mr New- 
bery the famous nurfery ftory of 
< Goody Two Shoes."* It is faid alfo 
that William Godwin held this opinion ; 
and I believe there is authority for 
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ftadng that the Mifles Bewkk, the 
daughters of the cdebrated engraver, 
who illnflrated an edition of the book 
for T. Saint, of Newcaftle, nnderftood 
from tbdr father that it was by Oliver 
Goldfmith. 

Bat let us turn to the book itielf and 
fee if it furnifhes any endence on the 
point The very title, with its quaint 
phrafing, (hows no common genius, and 
as Wa(hington Irving fays, ** bears the 
ftamp of his [Goldfinith's] fly and 
playful humour/' As the book was 
publiihed in 1 765, it would moft likely 
have been written juft at the time when 
Goldfmith was working mofl induf^ 
trioufly in the fervice of Newbery 
(1763-4), at which period it will be 
remembered that he was liidng near 
Newbery at Iflington, and his publifher 
was paying for his board and lodging. 
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Without, of courfe, claiming that 
fimilarity of idea in different writings 
neceflarily betokens the fame authorfhip, 
I think the parallels that are to be found 
in this little book, with many of the fend- 
ments in Oliver Gkjldfmith's acknow- 
ledged work — to fay nothing of the 
almofl univerfally recognized likeness 
to Goldfmith's ftyle that^is found in 
" Goody Two Shoes " may fairly be 
confidered as throwing fbme light upon 
the queflion. 

The mofl ftriking of thefe parallels 
is perhaps that fumifhed by the curious 
little •political preface to the work — a 
preface which is quite unneceflary to 
the book, and I think would only have 
been inferted by one who was full of 
the unjuftnefles at which he was prepar- 
ing to aim a still heavier blow. In 
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defciibing the parifh of Mouldwell, 
where little Margery was born, an 
exact picture is drawn of " The Deferted 
Village,*' where 

One only mafter graips the whole domain 
And halJF a tillage tints thy imiling plain ; 

And where 

the man of wealth and pride 



Takes up a fpace that many a poor fupplied . 
Space for his lakes his park's extended bounds, 
Space for his horfes, equipage, and hounds. 

And by this and other tyrannies, and 
bdng alio 

Scourged by famine from the finiling laad, 

for he was "unfortunate in his bufinels " 
at about the fame time, Sir Timothy 
accompliihes his aim, and 

Indignant ipums the cottage from the green. 

Ruined by this oppreffion, poor Mr 
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Meanwell is turned out of doors, and 
flew to another parifh for fuccour. 

Where, then, ah I where (hall poverty refide 
To 'scape the preilure of contiguous pride? 

Sir Timothy, however, fufFers for his 
injufUce and wickednefs, for "great 
part of the land lay untiiled for Ibme 
years, which was deemed a juft reward 
for fuch diabolical proceedings." 

Ill fares the land, to haflening ills a prey, 
Where wealth accumulates and men decay. 

Mifs Charlotte Yonge, to whom I 
fliall refer again, fays upon this : " If the 
conjecture be true which attributes this 
tale to Oliver Gk)ldfmith, we have feea 
the fame fpirit which prompted his poem 
of < The Deferted Village,' namely, in- 
dignation and difmay at the difcourage- 
ment of fmall holdings in the early part 
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of the eighteenth century.*' Indeed, it 
may well be that we have in this preface 
even a more true picture of liflby than 
that g^ven in the poeoij which, as Mr 
William Black iays in his monograph 
on Goldfmith, " is there seen through 
the ibftening and beautifying mift of 
years/' 

Much more might be faid of the 
characteriftics of this little book, which 
contains {o much that reminds us not 
only of the ftyle but the matter of many 
of Gkjldfmith's wrirings. Mife Yonge 
fays : "There is a certain dry humour 
in fbme paflages and a tendemefs in 
others that incline us much to the belief 
that it could come from no one elfe but 
the writer of * The Vicar of Wakefield '

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and «The Deferred Village/ Indeed, 
we could almoft imagine rhat Dr 
Primrofe himfelf had defcribed the panic 
at the fuppofed ghoft in the church in 
the feme tone as the ride to church, 
the family portrait, or the grofs of green 
(pectacles/** We find in "Goody 
Two Shoes" every one of thofe diC 
tinctive qualities of Gk)ldfmith's writings 
which Mr William Black fo well fum- 
marizes in the book already referred to 
— " his genuine and tender pathos, that 
never at any time verges on the affected 
or theatrical/' his "quaint, delicate, 
delightful humour ;'* his "broader 
humour, that is not afraid to provoke 
the wholefome laughter of mankind by 
dealing with common and familiar ways

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and manners and men;" his"choice- 

nefs of diction;" his '^lightnefs and 

grace of touch, that lend a charm even 

to " his " ordinary hack work."

The reprint which is here prefented 
is a photographic fac-iimile of the earlieft 
complete copy that we have been able 
to procure. Jud^g from fragments of 
earlier editions in the pofleffion of the 
publifhers, it would appear to be printed 
from exactly the feme types as the origi- 
nal iflue of April 1765. The copy from 
which the reprint is made was kindly lent 
to the publifhers by Mr Emeft Hartley 
Coleridge, whofe collection at the South 
Kenfington Muieum of eighteenth cen- 
tury books for children is well known. 
The actual size of that book is 4 inches by 
2f but it has been thought Detter to 
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print on fomewhat larger paper. The 
original is bound in the once familiar 
Dutch flowered and gilt pattern paper, 
and we had hoped to preient the re- 
print in a fimilar cover, but it was found 
impoi&blei as nothing like it could be 
procured, nor could, the manufacturers 
of the prefent day exactly reproduce it.

All the Company 
laughed, and Sir fTtliiamDove, who 
was on the Bench, a&cd her Accufers, 
how they could be foch Foob, as to 
think there was any fuch Thing as a 
Witch. It is uoe, continued he, 
many innocent and worthy People 
have been abufed and even murdered 
on this abfurd and foolilh Suppofi- 
tion ; which is a Scandal to our Re- 
ligion, to our Laws, to our Nation, 
and to common Senfe ; but I will tell 
yon a Story. 

There was in the Weft of England 
% poor induftrions Woman, who la* 
toured under the fame evil Report, 
which this good Woman is accnfcd 
of. Evcjy Hog that died with the

were nailed with the Heels upwards, 
and many Tricks made ofe of, to 
mortify the poor Creature j and fuch 
was their Rage againft her, chat they 
petitioned Mr. WiUiamh ^t Parfoa 
of the Pariih, not to let her come to 
Church; and at lall, even iniifted 
upon it : But this he over*ruled, and 
allowed the poor old Woman a Nook 
in one of the liles to herfelf, where 
lie muttered over her Prayers in the 

belt 
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bell Manner flie could. The Parifti» 
tlios difconcerted and enraged, with- 
drew the fmall Pittance tbev allowed 
(or ber Suppon» and would have re-* 
doced ber to the Neceffinr of ftarr«* 
ingft had IhQ not been ftill aOiiled by 
the benevolent Mr. IHUiam. 

But I haflen to the Seanel of my 
Story, in which yoa will find» that 
the true Source from whence Witch- 
craft fpringa is Po^mjt Jlge^ and Ig^ 
moranu \ and that it is impoffible ibr a 
Woman to pals for a Witcn, unleis (he 
is ^ftn foor^ wfify eUt and lives in a 
Ndgnbonrhood where the People are 
voui 9f common Sonfi. 

Some Time after, a Brother of her*s 
died in L^ndw, whoi though he would 
not Dart with a Farthing while he 
liveiC at his Death was obliged to 
leave her five thoufand Pounds» 
ihat he could not carry with him« 

-p.Thii 
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—This altered the Face of Jan^t 
AfTairs prodigioufly : She was no 
longer Jane^ alias Joan Giles^ the 
ugly old Witch, but Madam GiUsi 
her old ragged Garb was exchanged 
for one that was new and genteel; 
hergreated Enemies made their Court 
to her> even the Jaftice himfelf came 
to wifti her Joy ; and though fevcral 
Hogs and Horfes died, and the Wind 
frequently blew afterwards* yet Ma- 
dam Giles was never fuppofed to have 
a Hand in it ; and from hence it is 
pfain. as I obferved before, chat a 
Woman muft be very poor^ *uery old^ 
and live in a Neighbourhood, where 
the People are njery ftupid^ before (he 
<;an poflibly pafs for a Witch. 

'Twas a Saying of Mr. IVtlliamst 
who would fome times be jocoie, and 
had the Art of making even Satire 

agree* 
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agreeable ; that if ever Jaru deferred 
the Charafler of a Witch, it was af^ 
ter this Money was left her; for that 
with her five thoafand Poands, (he 
did more A^s of Charity and friend- 
ly Offices, than all the People of 
Fortune within fifty Miles of the 
Place. • 

After this. Sir William inveighed 
againft the abfard and foolifli No* 
tions, which the Country People had 
imbibed concerning Witches, and 
Witchcraft, and having proved that 
there was no fuch Thing, but that 
all were the EfFeAs of Folly and Ig- 
norance, he gave the Court fuch a a 
Account of Mrs. Margery^ and ber 
Virtue, good Senfe, and prudent 
Behaviour, that the Gentlemen pre- 
fent were enamoured with her, and 
returned her public Thanks for the 
great Service ihe had done the Coun- 

I try ; 
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try* One Gendeman in particnlar» 
I mean Sir CharUs Jostes^ had con- 
ceived fach an high Opinion of her, 
that he offered her a confiderable Sum 
to take the Care of his Family, and 
the Education of hisDaaghter, which, 
however, flie refufed ; bat this Gen- 
demon, fending for her afterwards 
when he had a dangerous Fit of III* 
nefs, (he went, and . behaved fo pra« 
dently in the Family, and (o tenderly 
to him and his Daughter, that he 
would not permit her to leave his 
Houfe, but foon after made her Pro« 
pofals of Marriage, She was truly 
feniibie of the Hononr he intended 
her, but, though poor, (he would not 
confent to be made a Lady, till he 
had effe^nally provided for his 
Paughter} for (he told him. that 
Power was a dangerous Thing to be 
truiled witbi and that a go^^Mati 

or 
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or Woman would never throw theni> 
lelves into the Road of Temptstion. 

All Things being fettled, and tho 
Day fixed, the NoigUxnira came in 
Crouds 10 fee the Wedding; forthejr 
were all glad, that one who hadbeeq 
fuch a good little Girl, and was be- 
come fuch a vinuont and Kood Wi>. 
man, was going to be made a Lady ; 
but Juft as the Clergyman had opened 
bis Book, a, Gentleman richly dreOcit

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rso intothe Church, andciVd^ Stop ! 
fi0p! This greatly alarmed the Con. 
gregatioQ* particularly the intend* 
cd Bfide and Bridegfoom, whom he 
£tSt aecfsAedy and defired to fpeak 
with them apart. After they had 
heeo calking fene little Time, the 
People were greatly forpiized to fee 
Sir Cbariis ftand MotioidiB£i» and his I 

Bride cry, and faint away in the 
ScraQger's Arms. This feemihg Giief« 
however^ was only a Prelude to a 
Flood of Jqy» which immediately 
fiicceeded ; for yon mad know, gentla 
fUader» that this Gentleman, ^ 
richly drefled and bedizened with 
Lace, was that identical little Boy, > 

whom yon before faw in the Sailor's "^ '1 
Habit; in ihort, it was little Tom 
Tvua-^Inoett Mrs* Marggr^% Brother, 
who was juft come from beyond Sea, 
where he had made a Urge Portiuie, 

and 
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and hearing, as foon as he landed* of 
his Sifter's intended Wedding, had 
rode Poll, to fee that a proper Set* 
tiemenc was made on her; which he 
choa2h.t (he was now intitled to, as he 
hiinielf was both able and willing to 
give her an ample Fortune.

THE Harmony and Afieftion that 
fubfifted between this happy 
Couple, 15 inexpreffible; bat Timet 
ivhich diflblves the dofeft Union, 
after fix Years, fevered Sir Cbarlu 
from his Lady ; for being feissed with 
a violent Fever he died, and left her 
full of Grief, tho' pofTefledof alarge 
Fortune. 

We forgot to remark* that after 
her Marriage, Lady Janes (for (b Wf 
muft now call her) ordered the Chan- 
pel to be fitted up, and allowed tne 
Chaplain a confiderable Sum out of 
her own private Purfe, to vidt the 
Sick, and fay Pravers every Day to 
all Che People that could attend. 

She 
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She aifo gave Mr. Jobitfim ten Qui4 
neas a Year, to preach a Sermoa 
annually, on the Necefficy and Da* 
ties of the marriage State, and on 
the Deceafe of Sir CbarUsi fhe gave 
him ten more, to preach yearly on the 
Sabje^t of Death ; (he had put all the 
Parifli into Mourning for the Lofs of 
her Hniband ; and to thofe Men who 
attended this yearly Service, ihe gave 
Harveft Gloves, to their Wives

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At her firft coming into Power, (he 
took Care to gratify her old Friends, 
cfpeciaUv Mr. and Mrs. Smitiff whofe 
Family me made happy.— —She paid 
mat Regard to the Poor* made their 
intereft Her own, and to induce them 
to come regularly to Church* (he or- 
dered aLoaf» or the Price of a Loaf, 
to be given to every one who would 
accept of it* This brought many of 
them to Church, who ov degrees 
learned their Duty» and then came 
on a more noble Principle. She alio 
took Care to encourage Matrimony i 
and in order to induce her Tenants 
and Neighbours to enter into that 
happy Sute. (he alwajys gave the 
younff Couple (broething towards 
nott(e-keepin|^; and flood Godmo- 
ther to all their Children* whom (he 
had in Parties, every Smutty Evening^ 
CO teach them their Catcchifmi and 

ledure 
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tenure them in Religioo and Mora- 
lity; after which (he treated them 
with a Snpper» gave them fuch Booka 
as they wanted, and then difpatched 
them with her Bleflixig. Mar did fhe 
fbreet them at her Death » but left 
each a Le^cr, as will be feen among 
other charitaole Donations when we 
publifli her WiU^ which we may do 
in fome fntnre Volome. There is 
one Reqnefi however fo fingolar, that 
we cannot help taking ibme Notice 
of it in this Place i which is* that of 
her giving fo many Acres of Land to 
be planted yearly with Potatoes, for 
all the Poor of any Pariih who would 
come and fetch *them for the Uie of 
their Families; but if any took them 
to fell they were deprived of that Pri- 
vilege ever after. And thefe Roots 
were planted and raifcd from the Rent 
arifiog from a Farm which ihe had 

affigned 
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alGgned over for that purpofe. In 
ihorc, Ihe was a Mother to the Poor» 
a Phyfician to the Sick, and a Friend 
to all who were in Diflrefs. Her Life 
was the grcateft BleHing, and her 
Death the greateft Calamity that e« 
vcr was felt in the Neighboarhood. 
A Monument, but without Infcrip- 
tion, was erected to her Memory in the 
Church-yard, over which the Poor as 
they pafs wpep continually, fo that 
che Stone is ever bathed in Tears.

IT is generally known, that 7W THvo* 
Sboit went to Sea when he was a 
very little Boy, and very poor $ and that 
he returned a very great Man, and very 
rich \ but no one knows how he acquired 
fa much Wealth but myfelfj and a few 

Friends 
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Friends, who have peruied the Papers froin 
which I am compiling tbe Hlftory of his 
Life. 

After Tom had been at Sea toma 
Years, he was unfortunately caft away, 
on that Part of the Coaft of Africa inha* 
bited by the Hottentots.

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tng of a poor Shepherd what was the Rea* 
fon of the Statue being erefled there, and 
with thatInfcriptton,hewasinforincd, that 
2t was iet up many Years ago by an Ara-' 
hian Philoupher, who travelled aU the 
World over in Search of a real Friend ; 
that he Jived withy and was extremely fond 
cf a great Man who inhabited the next 
Mountain! but that on fome Occafion 
they quarrelled, and the Philolbpher, leav<^ 
tng the Mountain, retired into the Plain^ 
where he erected this Statue with his own 
Hands, and ibon after died.
